When the smoke rises from the chimney 
it indicates a heavy atmosphere. 
A col­ 
umn of smoko is not a bad barometer, 
for a barometer is nothing more than a 
recorder of the pressure of the atmos­ 
phere. 
When the atmosphere is light 
and the smoke settles the pressure on tho 
mercm v is light and the column falls, 
indicating storm. When the atmosphere 
is heavy and the smoko rises the pressure 
is greater and the* column rises, indicat­ 
ing fair weather.—Chicago Herald.
